‘DISCOVERY OF GREAT VALUE 


Finding Of J. H. Craigie May 
Evolve Method Of Rust 
Control 

Dr. Hi. M. Tory, chairman of the 
National Research Council, has in- 
formed the public that a discovery “of 
great scientific importance” had been 
made in the Dominion Rust Labora- 
tory. The nature of this discovery he 
did not then reveal. Now a newspaper 
despatch from Winnipeg states that 
the Canadian section of the American 
Phytopathological Society at a recent 
mecting received information con- 
cerning a discovery that has been 
made by Mr. J. 1. Craigie, a member 
of the staff of the Rust Laboratory.

head of the Bureau of Plant Research 
at Kew Gardens, London, England, as 
the most striking mycelium discovery 
of the century, It is not asserted that 
Mr. Craigie has discovered a prevent- 
ive of rust infection, but 
that he has revealed facts concern- 
ing the behavior of rust spores that 
will be of immense value in the search 
for means to control the pest.

“Colds are ascribed popularly,” he 
said, to “draughts from an open win- 
idow, to wet footgear, to cutting the 
hair in winter, and to saying goodby 
yat an open door after coming trom a 
warm room, But in an open air sana- 
tarium where patients are exposed to 
lcold all the time they don’t catch 


‘cold. Patients get their feet wet in 


jthe garden and do not change all day, 
‘and yet suffer no bad effect. 

While it has been the custom of 
the Victorian age to fear the 
wind, to muffle up the throat, to put 
on overalls, ete., the lessons learned 
lat the open air sanatoriunis are to the | 
|opposite effect. | 
| ‘Flying men, Alpine climbers, 
street-corner men, fishermen, ploughi- 
men, shepherds, bakers going from | 
hot ovens to cold streets, doctors go-

Every confidence is expressed by 
Moses Cotsworth, who has spent up- 
‘wards of 40 years in the work of cal- 
)endar reform, that the world is start- 
|ing on its last half decade of, use of 
the present calendar. Mr, Cotsworth 
believes a reformed calendar wiil go 
into effect in 1933 and that decision to 
do so will be agreed upon at an in- 
ternational conference to be called 
by the League of Nations, which may 
be held not later than the summer 
‘of 1929 if the reform is to be effected 
five years hence. 

Briefly, the calendar which Mr. 
Cotsworth advocates, after years of 
study and consultation with author- 
ities throughout the world, would pro- 
lvide a year of 13 months of 28 days 


| each, every month starting on a Sun- 
| 


day and ending on a Saturday. Every 
|date would fall on the same day 
every year. The extra day needed be- 
yond the 13 months to fill the year 
‘would be dated December 29 and 
;named “Year Day” and come between 
| December 28 and January 1, In leap 
years a “leap day,” a universal holi- 
day,would be inserted at the end of 
June. The extra month would be 
, known as “Sol and come between 
| June and July. 

The calendar for 1933 is already in 
| preparation at Greenwich, England, 
as it takes some six years to work 
out a calendar for any given year 
| with the necessary working out of 
sun, moon, planet, star positions and 
other matters. Decision to change 
the calendar in 1933 must therefore 
be made in 1929 before this work has 
progressed too far. The year 1933 
lends itself to the change because it 
commences on a Sunday and ends on 
a Sunday. 

Mr. Cotsworth feels assured the re- 
form is a certainty because he has 
endorsation of it from capital, labor 
and women’s organizations. At pres- 
ent the League of Nations has re- 
| quested each nation to appoint an ad- 
| visory council to investigate the pro- 
ject.

A man down in East St. Louis was 
arrested for assaulling a balky auto- 
mobile with a heavy wrench. As it | 
was the defendant's own car that he | 
was pounding in blind rage, and as 
automobiles have no feelings, the | 
magistrate discharged him. 

Yet here we have a true specimen 
of the breed which, in the pre-gaso-| 
line era, flogged horses . mercilessly | 
for both faults and failings.

“It would be reasonable if you 
grant that the rocks all are in mo- 
tion,” he said. “In that event the 
lighter rock, such as granite, would 
‘float’ to the surface and the heavier 
rock, such as basalt, would sink,’”’ 

His conclusion, he added, is that 
}the rocks are not free to move about 
and that North America is located to- 
|day where it always was. He said he 
| has obtained proof of this in the study 
{of the Appalachian and Rocky Moun- 
|tain ranges.

New Machine For 
Detecting Guilt 


Causes No Pain and Gives Perfect 
Records Is Claim 
Mechanical detection of guilt with- 
out pain to the suspect soon will be 
| possible. Dr. Harold R. Crossland, of

With the United States, to all ap- 
| pearance, definitely clinlinatéd from 
the field of competitive wheat ex- 
| porting, the dominant position the 
|Dominion has attained is likély to 
‘remain unchallenged for an_indefin- 
ite period, In days before the war 
| Russia divided production supremacy 
with the United States, but agricul- 
‘ture under Soviet control is still far 
|from the position it then held and has 
lout little figure in the Kuropean grain 
jmarket. The wheat situation as it 
j then existed was recently and strik- 
ingly presented in comparative fig- 
; ures prepared by Sir Henry Rew, ot 
London, an eminent British authority. 
Before the war, he stated, wheat came 
{mainly from sevén sources: 24 per 
cent. from Russia, 13 per cent. from 
Argentina, 11 per cent, from Canada, 
8 per cent. from the United States, 7 


per cent. from each of India and Ru-, 


jmania, and 6 per cent, from Austra- 
lia. Last. year's figures were: Canada, 
|52 per cent.; Argentina, 16 per cent.; | 
United States, 14 per cent.; Australia, 
10 per cent.; Hungary, Jugoslavia, In- | 
dia, Algeria and Rumania each con: | 
tributing minor amounts, With the

More difficulty is experienced a 
in ventilating a cattle stable, 
but the same principle holds, 
The heifers and bulls at the Ex- 
perimental Station bave been 
wintered for years in corrals 
with a straw shelter over one 
end, They have heen fed well 
and were always healthy. The 
mileh cows have been stabled 
and although there is more 
difficulty in obtaining a dry air 
condition in the cattle barn 
than in the horse barn the same 
principles prevail, 

Stock does not seem to suf- 
fer from temperatures even as 
low as zero if there is no draft 
and tke air is dry, but may suf. 
fer in hot, damp stables,
